Among 
the articles shown are old ratchet trammels, ham hooks for suspending hams while being smoked in the wide chimneys, 
spit bars for roasting joints, caged spit bars for roasting geese, clockwork jacks for turning the spits, meat forks, wafer 
irons, an old wick lamp, ornamental pot hooks, log tongs, andirons, and in the centre foreground a pipe rack of iron to 
hang upon a crane. In this the long clay pipes were dried above the fire at the country inns.
